Cash-On-Hand Exceeds < 
Total Of All Deposits

When the Torrance National Bank opens its doors. 
Monday morning at 10 o'clock, it will have more- 
cash-on-hand than the total of all deposits. This is 
a unique situation, indicating an exceedingly strong, 
liquid condition. In fact, the total cash-on-hand plus 
the funds invested in government bonds anti Federal 
Reserve Bank securities (all of which can be immed­ 
iately converted into cash) is 125 per cent greater 
than the total deposits, according to J. W. Post, presi­ 
dent. To fully appreciate this remarkably strong con­ 
dition of the local bank, it should be remembered that, 
the average cash carried by most banks does not 
exceed 20 pr cent to 40 per cent of their deposits.
